It  is  noteworthy  that  of  a  total  of  92  deaths 
2  were  over  90  years  of  age, 

18  were  between  80  and  90  years  of  age, 

30  were  between  70  and  80  years  of  age. 

This  gives  over  50%  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  as  having 
occurred  at  over  70  years  of  age. 

The  diseases  responsible  for  the  highest  number  of  deaths 
were  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  14,  Cancer  15  and 
Intercranial  lesions  17. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

Cases  notified  during  the  year  14.  Scarlet  Fever  10, 
Measles  2,  Erysepelas  2. 

Scabies  :  52  cases  were  treated  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year,  and  the 
following  are  the  numbers  immunised  during  the  twelve  months, 
viz.  :  —

5 — 15  years  .  14 

Total  ...  81 

After  a  very  comprehensive  survey  of  the  district  involving 
a  great  deal  of  effort,  it  was  found  that  at  the  end  of  1945,  of  all 
children  resident  in  the  district 

327  under  5  years  of  age 
794  over  5  years  and  up  to  15 

Total  1121  had  been  immunised. 

The  estimated  numbers  of  all  children  in  the  district  being 
1 ,380  of  which  number 

5 1  1  were  under  5  years 
and  869  between  5  and  15. 

Briefly  :  Out  of  an  estimated  total  of  1,380  children,  the  number 
immunised  was  1,121. 

This  is  not  unsatisfactory  but  there  is  still  room  for  consider¬ 
able  improvement,  and  I  do  wish  to  ask  all  Parents  and 
Guardians  who  have  not  had  their  children  immunised  to  think 
very  seriously  of  what  their  feelings  would  inevitably  be,  if  they 
lost  from  this  very  dangerous  disease  a  child,  who  had  not  had 
the  advantage  of  the  Free  Protection  afforded,  either  at  the 
Welfare  Centre  or  on  application  to  their  own  Doctor. 

Hospital  Report.

Three  of  the  above  proved  to  be  negative. 


Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  5  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  5 
cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

Medical  certificates  of  successful  vaccination  represented 
33 '3%  of  Births  registered  in  Lymm  which  is  poor  indeed. 

Milk. 

Twelve  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  and  while 
some  did  not  quite  satisfy  our  standard  of  cleanliness  there  was 
no  instance  of  an  infected  milk. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

There  is  very  great  room  for  improvement  in  the  construc¬ 
tion  and  condition  of  these  apart  altogether  from  their  cleansing, 
which  requires  to  be  kept  under  regular  observation  to  secure  a 
decent  standard  of  cleanliness. 

Housing. 

Shortage  of  materials  and  labour  were  again  responsible  for 
very  much  poorer  results  in  the  remedying  of  defects  and  the 
complete  removal  of  nuisances  than  we  could  have  wished  and, 
unfortunately,  one  cannot  at  the  moment  at  all  events,  foresee 
much  improvement  in  these  supplies.  It  is  really  a  depressing 
thought  when  there  is  so  much  necessary  new  building  and 
rehabilitation  work  held  up  so  indefinitely,  and  so  many  families 
really  suffering  from  definitely  unsatisfactory  conditions.  We 
just  have  to  try  to  ameliorate  these  in  so  far  as  we  can. 

General  Health  Conditions. 

There  has  been  remarkable  freedom  throughout  the  country 
from  epidemics  and  acute  illnesses  during  recent  years,  but  this 
fortunate  state  of  affairs  must  not  be  allowed  to  blind  us  to  the 
fact  that  people  generally  are  definitely  below  the  good  health 
standard  due  to  deficiency  especially  of  fats  and  sugars  and  to 
sameness  in  diet. 

These  regrettable  defects,  which  certainly  are  predisposing 
the  population  to  sub-acute  illnesses  which  can  be  very  trying 
and  depressing,  should  be  remedied  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment  along  with  irritating  restrictions  and  forms  which  militate 
against  well-being  in  mind  and  body. 

I  wish  to  tender  my  best  thanks  to  the  Council’s  officials 
for  their  unfailing  kindness  and  help.

still  in  operation. 

(c)  Closet  Accommodation — About  98  per  cent,  of  the 

houses  in  the  District  are  provided  with  water  closets. 

( d )  Public  Cleansing — The  collection  of  domestic  waste, 

trade  waste  and  street  sweepings  is  carried  out  by 
direct  labour. 

SHOPS  AND  Offices. — Regular  supervision  of  shops  and 
offices  in  the  District  was  maintained  but  no  action  taken  under 
the  Shops  Act,  1934,  or  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

SECTION  G. — FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 

Whilst  the  hitherto  usual  Home  Office  Form  572  has  been 
discontinued,  the  following  action  was  taken  during  the  year, 
viz.  :  — 

Observations  on  the  sanitary  conditions  and  other  matters 
were  made  and  action  was  required  in  one  case  only.
